AN INSPIRATIONAL 
teenager says his 
Christmas dreams have 
come true after making 
it to the festive season 
he was once told he 
would be extremely 
lucky to see. 

Callum Brown, 13, of 
Station Road, Haddenham, 
was diagnosed with a 
malignant brain tumour in 
February and won the 
hearts of the local commu¬ 
nity as he fought his way 
through aggressive chemo¬ 
therapy 

On the way he helped raise 
thousands of pounds for cancer 
research by taking part in a host of 
events, including the Relay for 
Life, which he completed earlier 
this year with 35 of his friends. 

With the tumour now gone, 
Callum is on the road to full 
recovery and is looking forward to 
a bumper Christmas with his 
family and friends around him. 

He said: “Doctors told me I 
might not be able to make 
Christmas so to be here and to get 
another one has made all my 
dreams come true. 

“This year has been very hard 
but I have fought it and now I 
cannot wait to enjoy things and 
open my presents, which I am 
hoping includes a new television 
set for my bedroom.” 

Only two weeks before his diag¬ 
nosis, the courageous Witchford 


Village College pupil had been 
having fun on a school skiing trip. 

One morning he woke up with a 
headache and vomiting which 
were thought to be a reaction to 
antibiotics he was taking for an 
ingrown toenail. 

It was not until doctors did a CT 
scan to put his family’s mind at 
rest that they found a tumour the 
size of a golf ball in the middle of 
his brain. 

Callum was transferred to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital and a 
biopsy revealed he had an 
extremely rare form of cancer 
which his parents, Sally Brown 


and Derek Harrington, were told 
only 10 children per year in the UK 
would develop. 

It took two operations and many 
chemotherapy sessions to stop the 
tumour growing. 

Before the second operation 
Callum was warned he might not 
be able to see, move or speak after 
surgery, but he amazed his family, 
friends and the local community 
by making an incredible recovery, 
leaving hospital after just three 
days. 

Callum’s mum, Sally, said: “This 
year has been an absolute 
rollercoaster of emotion and I 


would not wish what we have been 
through on anyone. 

“But when you have the most 
amazing child to battle such a 
horrendous illness it somehow 
makes it a bit easier. 

“To be told you may not ever 
make another Christmas and for 
him to be on the road to recovery 
for Christmas 2008 is just the best 
thing to happen to us.” 

To mark the youngster’s bravery 
he has just been awarded a Little 
Star Award by Cancer Research 
UK as a special recognition in the 
run-up to Christmas.

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Fair maids reign supreme 
and release festive album 


I T sounds quite sad, 
but I have got our 
album on my iPod,” 
laughs Sarah Belcher. 
“And I do listen to it - 
quite regularly.” 

A founder member of Ely 
Cathedral Girls’ Choir, now 
in its third year, Sarah and 
her fellow choristers have 
recently released their 
debut album. A collection of 
festive music, it’s called 
Sing Reign of Fair Maid. 

And it is already flying off 
shop shelves. 

“My mum has bought 
about six copies,” adds 
Sarah, 17. “I think everyone 
in our family will be getting 
one for Christmas!” 

The brainchild of Sue 
Freestone, head of The 
King’s School in Ely, the 
girls’ choir has broken a 
tradition stretching back 
1,000 years - which 
dictated only boys could 
become cathedral 
choristers. Just like their 
male counterparts, the girls 
are all school scholars. 

“Singing boys” were 
among the first pupils 
admitted to The King’s 
School, which was founded 
in 973 AD. But girls were 
not accepted until 1970. 
And they have only been 
eligible for choral 
scholarships for two years. 

Gathering to rehearse in 
the cathedral’s candlelit 
choir stalls, the girls are clad 
in festive red and white

robes; as their soprano 
voices start to soar, the 
sound brings every tourist 
in the church to a standstill. 

Normally led by Louise 
Reid, one-time organ 
scholar at Westminster 
Abbey, the 18-strong choir 
is currently being coached 
by Sarah MacDonald, 
director of music at Selwyn 
College, Cambridge. 

“She very kindly agreed 
to cover my maternity 
leave,” explains Mrs Reid, 
who had a baby boy in the 
spring. “I don’t think a cath¬ 
edral choir has ever had 
maternity cover before.” 

Mrs MacDonald says she 
has loved working with the 
13 to 18 year olds. 

“I am used to working 
with undergraduates, so it is 
quite a change,” she 
explains. 

“The girls are lovely; I’m 
going to miss them all.” 

“They do work hard,” 
adds Mrs MacDonald. “But 
I think it’s great that the girls 
have this opportunity: they 
are the sopranos of the 
future - and it allows the 
cathedral to put on services 


every day.” 

Mrs MacDonald 
spearheaded Sing Reign of 
Fair Maid- and says she is 
very pleased with the 
results. “It has already been 
picked up by Classic FM,” 
she adds. “They played it 
on one of their shows.” 

When told the news that 
they were to record an 
album, Sarah says the choir 
was all “really excited”. 

“If you’d told me a year 
ago that we’d do a CD I 
wouldn’t have believed it,” 
laughs the A-level student. 

“Doing the recording was 
fun: we came back to 
school a week early and 
rehearsed during the day, 
then recorded in the 
cathedral in the evening. 

“We had sweets and 
things to keep us going. 

And we worked out you can 
slide quite a long way 
across the cathedral floor 
with slippery socks on.” 

Sarah applied for a choral 
scholarship at King’s after 
her dad, a former chorister 
at Lincoln Cathedral, 
spotted an ad in the paper. 

Coming from a state 


school, she admits she 
never thought she’d get a 
place, adding: “Being part 
of the choir is honestly the 
best thing I’ve ever done. 

“I will be leaving at the 
end of this year and it will 
feel strange: I love it here. 
But I’m looking forward to 
university - I’ve applied to 
do music and French. 

“And, of course, I’m 
definitely going to keep 
singing. I don’t know what 
I’d do without it now; it’s a 
big part of your life.” 

Like all the choristers, 


Sarah has to be up early for 
practice before school. 

Over Christmas, including 
services and rehearsals, the 
girls can sing for more than 
eight hours a day. 

“We all love coming into 
the cathedral and singing 
together,” adds Sarah. 

“The atmosphere is 
wonderful - especially at 
Christmas. For us, I think it’s 
the best time of year.”

Airman honoured 
in forces’ awards

AN airman from Ely has 
been named one of the 
Armed Forces’ bravest 
heroes. 

Warrant officer (WO) Jack 
MacFarlane, was honoured as 
the forces’ “Most Outstanding 
Airman” at a glitzy award 
ceremony in London. 

WO MacFarlane, 44, was 
nominated for the award by RAF 
Marham, Norfolk, where he is 
based. 

A spokesman said: “WO 
MacFarlane is a member of a 
small band of volunteers who 
repatriate the bodies of deceased 
servicemen killed in operational 
theatres. 

“These calls on his time are 
always random, frequently 
hazardous yet carried out with 
quiet dignity 

“Over a 12-month period he 
conducted 26 journeys to 
repatriate 69 bodies from the two 
active theatres of Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

“Utterly dedicated to the 
service, he is an inspiring 
individual who sets the highest 



standards and gives himself 
with total dedication.” 

WO MacFarlane was also 
honoured for helping set up a 
first response scheme which 
provides volunteer first-aiders in 
the local community 

After receiving his award, he 
said: “I am deeply honoured to 
receive this award and I accept it 
on behalf of the Royal Air Force 
Repatriation team. 

“I would also like to dedicate 
the award to all those who have 
fallen.” 

Spearheaded by Prince 
Charles, “The Millies” ceremony 
saw outstanding servicemen and 
individuals who have tirelessly 
supported the forces come 
together at Hampton Court Pal¬ 
ace for a night of celebrations. 

The Duchess of Cornwall and 
a star-studded host of celebrities 
also attended the event, run by 
the Sun newspaper, to salute the 


winners and hand out the 
awards. 

Speaking at the ceremony, 
Prince Charles said: “Now we 
are able to pay our respects in 
the most public manner to all 
those who so often take 
incredible risks on our behalf in 
a way that seems remarkable, 
courageous and praiseworthy in 
an increasingly risk-averse 
world. 

“These awards will never of 
course undermine or substitute 
the existing system of gallantry 
awards but above all they enable 
us to recognise those age-old 
qualities of duty, service and 
loyalty” 

Another Cambridgeshire 
resident, Christine Bonner, 52, 
from Wisbech, was honoured at 
the event, and even scooped the 
joint-top award. 

The mum was rewarded for 
relentlessly fundraising for 
military charities and also 
setting up a heartbroken mums’ 
support network following the 
death of her son in Afghanistan 
last year. Cpl Darren Bonner, 31, 
was killed in May 2007 in a 
roadside bomb attack while 
serving with 1st Battalion Royal 
Anglian Regiment in the 
Helmand Province.

F OR parents of little 
ones, Christmas can 
be a period of utter 
stress and chaos. 

Whether replacing the tinsel 
after it is yanked down off the 
tree every five minutes, dealing 
with selection-box-stuffed tots 
or making sure must-have gifts 
are safely wrapped under the 
tree, Christmas can be manic 
as well as magical. 

So what must it be like for 
parents of twins, triplets, 
quadruplets or more? 

To describe the home of 
Sarah Middleton, 42, who is 
mum to five-year-old triplets 
Gregory, Louie and Viwienne, 
as busy at Christmas would 
probably be a bit of an 
understatement.

The group was set up five 
years ago to offer “coffee and 
sanity” to multiple birth parents 
and meets weekly at Ely 
Methodist Church. 

Known locally as} “the triplet 
mum”, she jokes there is never 
a quiet moment in their home, 
but says presents are tMjeast 
of her worries at Christmas.

child pom charges 


A TEACHER accused of 
downloading indecent 
images of children 
walked free from court 
last week after a judge 
directed a jury to 
return not guilty 
verdicts. 

Matthew Underwood, 
assistant principal of 
Impington Village College, 
was acquitted on all 18 
charges against him. 

The 38 year old, of New 
Barns Avenue, Ely, had 
denied 15 counts of making 
indecent photographs of 
children and three of 
possessing indecent photo¬ 
graphs of children. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
threw out the case at 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

Mr Underwood, who has 
taught history at the college 
since 1999, was arrested and 
suspended from work exactly 
one year before he was 
cleared. 

Mike Magee, prosecuting,

said Mr Underwood had 
claimed he had downloaded 
images to his work laptop as 
part of a project to raise gay 
awareness using “Japanese 
kitsch” - pictures of 
teenagers in provocative 
poses. 

Mr Underwood claimed he 
had told headteacher Robert 
Campbell about the project in 
a memo - but Mr Campbell 
denied he had ever received 
the memo. 

The trial heard Mr 
Underwood had refused to 
hand his work laptop to IT 
staff to check anti-virus 
software, and claimed he did 
not have the computer but 
handed it in a few hours later. 

His internet browsing 
history had been deleted - 
Mr Underwood told police 
this was because he did not 
want his privacy invaded, the 
jury was told.

The court also heard 
pornographic Japanese 
magazines and DVDs had 
been found in a suitcase at 
his home. 

But the court was told it 
was difficult to tell whether 
any of the subjects of the 
images were under age. 

And Julian Christopher, 
defending, said any indecent 
computer images of children 


may not have been saved 
deliberately, and may have 
been small thumbnail images 
appearing off-screen on pages 
visited by Mr Underwood. 

This meant Mr Underwood 
may never have seen them, 
according to Mr Christopher. 

A spokeswoman for Mr 
Underwood’s union, the 
Association of School and 
College Leaders, said: 
“Throughout the trial, 
Matthew has had the full 
support of ASCL. 

“The judge’s decision 
speaks for itself. It was clear 
to us from the outset that 
Matthew was not guilty of 
the charges levelled against 
him. 

“Matthew and his family 
are relieved to be able to put 
it behind them and to look 
forward to enjoying their 
Christmas.” 

History teacher Mr 
Underwood remains sus¬ 
pended from the school while 
an internal investigation is 
carried out.

District celebrates 
Sc 2.2m cash windfall 



A COUNCIL has £2.2 million 
Christmas cash to spend. 

The money was gained from 
development in the fast-growing East 
Cambridgeshire district, and will be 
used on community projects, leisure 
and a new country park. 

The district council had negotiated 
the cash during the past two years from 
developers who built in the area, which 
covers Ely, Soham, Littleport and 
surrounding areas. 

Now the council wants to allocate the 
money “in areas where it will do most 
good”. 

The Ely Country Park, “new district 
leisure facilities” and “community-led 
projects” will be among the schemes to 
benefit. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of the 
council, said: “It is important that this 
windfall isn’t wasted. Spending the 
money for the benefit of all of us will be 
a major priority for us in the New Year. 

“All areas will be considered from 
major projects to small community 
schemes - the key will be how they will 
improve all our lives.” 

Money will be available to Neigh¬ 
bourhood Panels to spend on projects 
which will benefit local people. 

The council will appoint a project 
officer in the New Year to allocate cash 
to deliver projects. 

Cllr Sheila Friend Smith, Ely’s mayor, 
cautioned that roads left unfinished on 
new estates should not be forgotten. 

She said: “We would love to see 
improvements in Ely which come from 
the development we have had for many 
years. It would be good to see some 
catch-up. 

“One of the biggest problems is that 
roads that should have been made up 
haven’t been. There is a big deficit. But 
we would love to see things like the 
country park supported.” 

Philip Eden, chairman of the City of 
Ely Perspective, said: “There are a 
number of smaller things that deserve 
attention. 

“The City of Ely Council is looking at 
a review of some of the street-lighting, 
and a review of the ability of people to 
find out what is going on using 
noticeboards. It is important these 
things, which make a difference to 
people’s lives, are not bypassed.”

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Motorists set 
for new year 
chaos on A10

DRIVERS using one 
of Cambridgeshire’s 
most clogged-up 
roads are in for a 
major dose of chaos 
in the new year. 

From January 5, the 
A10 is going to be hit for 
15 weeks by work to lay 
water pipes at Water- 
beach. 

A contraflow system 
will be in place and 
motorists are being 
advised to find alterna¬ 
tive routes or stagger 
their journey times to 
ease congestion. 

Cambridge Water, 
which has hired con¬ 
tractors to do the work, 
described it as essential. 

Mike Sloan, network 
development manager 
for the company, said: “It 
is needed to provide a 
water supply to 
Donarbon’s waste treat¬ 
ment plant, that will 



open in 2009. 

“Donarbon recently 
won a 28-year contract 
with Cambridgeshire 
County Council to reduce 
landfill by filtering out 
recyclable materials 
from household waste 
and biologically treating 
others to make a 
compost-like material. 

“The pipe-laying works 
will be carried out south 
of the new roundabout 
on the A10 by the 
entrance to Donarbon’s 
Waste Management 
Park. 

“Cambridge Water 
contractors will be 
carrying out the work to 
lay the new supply pipe 
predominantly along the 
verge. However, for the 
safety of road users and 
people working on the 
site it will be necessary 
to close one lane of the 
A10 for the duration of 
the work. 


“We realise this essen¬ 
tial work will cause 
disruption to motorists 
and we are liaising 
closely with the county 
highways department to 
do all we can to minimise 
traffic problems.” 

He said manually oper¬ 
ated traffic lights would 
be set up to favour 
vehicles heading towards 
Cambridge in the 
morning rush hour and 
vehicles heading towards 
Ely in the evening rush 
hour. 

“To help avoid delays 
we are also asking 
drivers to stagger their 
journey times or find 
alternative routes where 
at all possible,” Mr Sloan 
said. 

“We apologise in 
advance for any disrup¬ 
tion this may cause, but 
hope motorists under¬ 
stand this work is essen¬ 
tial and for the long-term 
benefit of everyone in 
Cambridgeshire. ” 

Signs are being put up 
to remind motorists of 
the impending work.

A RUN-DOWN community 
centre in the Littleport area 
could (pome back into use if 
plans for a much-needed facelift 
come If^iytion. 

The Community Centre, in Black 
Horse Drove, has been used by local 
residents for various events over the 
years but a lack of funding has seen its 
condition deteriorate recently 

A lack of disabled facilities has also 
prevented thegji&fl from gaining an 
entertainments licence, leaving it to 
stand derelict for the past 18 months. 

But Littleport Parish Council has 
confirmed it is in talks with Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council about 
purchasing the building and bringing it 
back to “its former glory”. 

The news comes just weeks after 
plans for a new “multi-purpose 
community facility” on land at The 
Paddocks looked uncertain aftej East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
deferred funding for the scheme 

The proposed facility wmilaoSStre 
on a large hall capable of accommo¬ 
dating 200 people, with a stage area for 
theatre and filrh productions, buf-the 
council’s coh^jjnityseryicek com¬ 
mittee said it needed to look into the 
project’s sustainability before it 
handed over £300,000 towards the 
estimated total cost of £1,045,000. 

Lynda Clark-Jones, clerk of 
Littleport Parish Council, said: “There 
will need to be further studies into the 
sustainability of the new centre at The 
Paddocks before the £300,000 funding is 
handed over but we are still optimistic. 

“About two years ago the county 
council said The Community Centre in 
Black Horse Drove was no longer 
needed it and the parish council was 
given the Opportunity to buy it. 

“UnfBraffiately tjre^e was not the 
money for it at the time but the parish 
council is now in talks with the county 
council about buying it. 

“The co§£p8r'buying it will be around 
£55,000 which would leave cash for us to 
refurhM it andjDrihgTfUback to its 
formbnjgtory. 

“The centre has no disabled facilities 
which prevents Tt from holding an 
entertainments licence but there are 
plans to provide all of these, as well as 
bring its condition up to scratch, to 
make it the popular venue it once was.” 

Derek Timbers, chair of the Black 
Horse Drove Community Association, 
said the proposals were good news for 
residents.

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Inquest hears 
man had taken 
drugs cocktail 


A MAN found dead 
at his home by a 
teenage friend had 
taken a cocktail of 
drugs, an inquest 
heard. 

John Parker, 26, was 
discovered in bed at his 
home in The Causeway, 
Soham, by the 17-year- 
old girl, who cannot be 
named for legal 
reasons, on April 14. 

Coroner William 
Morris recorded a 
verdict of death from 
the effects of broncho¬ 
pneumonia combined 
with mixed drug 
intoxication at Ely 
Magistrates Court on 
Friday 

Dr Nathaniel Cary, 
who carried out the 
post-mortem exam¬ 
ination, confirmed 
Parker had taken high 
amounts of methadone 
and chlordiazepoxide, a 
drug similar to valium. 

It is believed the 
drugs’ sedative effects 
led to Parker falling 
unconscious in an

awkward position, 
which led to the pneu¬ 
monia. 

Parker, who suffered 
from depression, was 
living with three other 
people, Ray Skelton, 
Neil Parnell and Ricky 
Durr. 

Det Insp Adam Gallop 
described the house as 
“chaotic” with a “long 
list” of drugs and 
empty pill bottles found 
inside. 

He also confirmed 
that the police were 
called at 8pm - around 
four hours after he was 
found. 

In her police state¬ 
ment, the teenager said 
Parker’s housemates 
had not seen him since 
Sunday morning, think¬ 
ing he was sleeping. 

It was not until she 
went into his bedroom 
on Monday and found 
him lying with a half- 


empty pill bottle that 
she panicked. 

She said: “I called 
Ricky upstairs and we 
prodded him but Ricky 
just said ‘oh he must be 
dead’. 

“He wanted to wait 
until the others got 
home before we called 
the police. None of us 
knew what to do.” 

The teen called her 
mother, who came to 
the house before 
running into the street 
to the police. 

Skelton and Parnell 
both told police Parker 
had a drink problem 
and he used drugs from 
“around the house”. 

Mr Morris described 
the death of Parker, 
who has no immediate 
family, as a tragedy. 

He said: “The attitude 
of the people living in 
this house towards his 
death is depressing and 
there was a definite 
lack of respect towards 
him.”

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Delay on parking 
permits is ‘crazy’

COUNCILLORS have been

The Weekly News recently 
reported how residents were 
furious after Conservative 
councillors failed to solve the 
current “backward” parking 
system. 

Now Liberal Democrat 
councillors from across the 
district are urging the Con¬ 
servatives to introduce the 
permits immediately 

People currently have to move 
their car twice a day to avoid a 
£30 parking ticket and 90-minute 
parking restrictions in the city 
centre between 8am and 10am 
prevent residents from leaving 
their car anywhere free for a 24- 
hour period. 

Residents, especially of Broad 
Street and Silver Street, want 
special parking permits which 
would give them priority over 
commuters, shoppers and 
tourists. 

But at an environment and 
transport committee meeting 
Conservative councillors agreed 
to delay any decision until 
decriminalisation of parking 



had been decided on. 

Deputy leader of the Lib 
Dems, Cllr Ian Allen, who 
represents Haddenham, said: 
“Around 50 residents have said 
they are prepared to pay up to 
£100 for permits yet these people 
are left moving their cars around 
the city and taking up spaces in 
the car parks. 

“It does not make any sense - 
these residents need some sort of 
permit immediately” 

For the past five years, the 
county council and local 
authorities have been trying to 
make a decision on Ely’s parking 
system, with frustrated residents 
having the support of the police. 

But councillors have instead 
set up a “decriminalisation 
working party” which will meet 
for at least six months, leaving 
residents waiting even longer for 
any changes to be made. 

Meanwhile, guest houses in 
the city have been given 
permanent business permits for 
guests to use. 

Cllr Allen added: “I cannot see 


how we can provide permits to 
business people and deny the 
residents this opportunity -it is 
crazy 

“It would appear that residents 
should register as bed and 
breakfast establishments and 
apply for business permits to 
allow them to park near their 
own homes.” 

Ely North and East county 
councillor, Nigel Bell, said: “I do 
not see the link between parking 
permits and decriminalisation - 
this is an absolute red herring. 

“I do not see anything wrong 
with providing residents with 
parking permits at a reasonable 
commercial rate. 

“The cost of these permits 
would help subsidise the free 
parking in Ely, which costs the 
district council £500,000 a year - 
a large sum from its budget.” 

But Cllr Fred Brown, leader of 
the council, insisted the newly 
formed working party would 
bring an advantage to residents 
in the long term. 

He said: “We do not want 
residents to be upset and feel that 
nothing is being done about 
parking as that is not the case. 

“Changes need to be for the 
long term and I am positive that 
next year positive changes will 
be in place. 

“We are in talks with the 
county council and any 
developments will be discussed 
at the next meeting.”

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Lack of GPs 
meant hospital 
ordeal for OAP

A PENSIONER con¬ 
fined to a wheelchair 
who only needed a 
“minor” health pro¬ 
cedure had to spend 
hours in hospital 
because there were 
no medical staff on 
call in his area. 

John Hobbs, 75, called 
his carer Sue Austen on 
Saturday evening because 
his catheter needed re¬ 
fitting. 

Mrs Austen rushed to 
his home in Woolpack 
Yard, Ely, where she called 
SUFFDOC, which 
provides out-of-hours GP 
cover from hospitals in 
Doddington and Wisbech, 
to get him medical 
attention - but was told 
nobody was available. 

Mr Hobbs ended up 
being taken to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital, in 
Cambridge by ambulance. 
He was there for more 
than five hours and the 
hospital then had to pay 




for a taxi to take him 
home. 

Mr Hobbs, who has 
arthritis in his legs and 
epilepsy, said: “Nobody 
cared about me apart from 
the staff at Adden- 
brooke’s. I found the 
whole scenario extremely 
shocking and traumatic.” 

Mrs Austen, who cares 
for Mr Hobbs because he 
has no immediate family, 
said: “I am disgusted by 
this ordeal and anxious 
about the use of a pre¬ 
cious resource like an 
emergency ambulance. 

“Something more 
serious could have crop¬ 
ped up and we would have 
been preventing it from 
getting there.” 


Mrs Austen, a district 
councillor for Ely West, 
added: “I need answers - 
this cannot happen 
again.” 

Ambulance service call 
centres in the region are 
being inundated with 999 
calls about minor 
ailments. The East of 
England Ambulance 
Service received more 
than 7,000 calls in three 
days, many reporting 
trivial illnesses such as 
coughs and constipation. 

Cllr Geoffrey Heath- 
cock, Lib Dem spokesman 
for health on Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, said: “There is 
something seriously 
wrong when an elderly 
man needing a minor 
health procedure has to be 
carted around the county.” 

Vinny Logan, executive 
nurse at NHS Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, which over¬ 
sees SUFFDOC, said: “We 
are very sorry to learn of 
the distress and in¬ 
convenience caused to 
this gentleman. We are 
now carrying out a 
thorough investigation.”

Hi-tech system speeds 
up patient diagnosis

A SCHEME which helps 
people get out and about in the

PATIENTS at Ely’s Princess of 
Wales Community Hospital are 
benefiting from a new high-tech 
system which was launched 
earlier this month.

‘Silent night’ for 
festive motorists 


THE credit crunch 
could lead to a 
quieter Christmas 
on the roads, accor¬ 
ding to an AA poll 
this week. 

Of 2,000 people sur¬ 
veyed, 65 per cent said 
they would be avoiding 
travelling and were 
planning on staying at 
home over the festive 
period. 

And 18 per cent who 
travelled over Christmas 
last year have now 
changed their plans this 
year and intend not to 
make journeys. 

The poll also found: 

■ Only 10 per cent of 
people will be spending 
more than four hours in 
the car over the Christ¬ 
mas period compared to 
25 per cent in 2007; 

■ 55 per cent of people 
hope to spend less than 
an hour travelling in the 
car over the festive 
season; 

■ 11 per cent are 


gearing up to travel 
more than 100 miles over 
the Christmas period, 
with Londoners travell¬ 
ing the furthest; 

■ 59 per cent would 
rather stay at home for 
Christmas than travel to 
friends or family; 

■ The busiest day for 
driving is set to be 
Monday, December 22, 
while the quietest could 
be Christmas Day when 
85 per cent say they will 
not be travelling long 
distances. 

The areas likely to be 
busiest over the Christ¬ 
mas period include 
London (central London, 
in particular the West 
End), Birmingham, 
Birmingham National 
Exhibition Centre area, 
Milton Keynes, Notting¬ 
ham plus Heathrow, 
Gatwick and Stansted 
airports. 

The busiest routes are 
likely to be: 

■ Ml and A1 north¬ 
bound 

■ M23 to Gatwick 


airport and the Mil to 
Stansted Airport 

■ From London to 
north west England -

■ A74M and M74 to 
Scotland 

■ M42 and M5 
southbound towards 
Wales and western

S OME people are never 
satisfied. It wasn’t so long 
ago that making a sporty 
hatchback was simple: you 
lopped the rear doors off, 
changed the badge and ta-da! A 
car that’s largely the same as 
its five-door brother but that 
has greater appeal for the 
young of heart and the small of 
family 

But that’s not enough these days. 
Any manufacturer brave enough to 
offer a simple three-door will find 
themselves ignored by the 
fashionistas in favour of a coupe. 
The big firms are spending a 
surprising amount of cash turning 
their humble hatches into something 
much racier, and to that burgeoning 
list you can add the Seat Ibiza SC. 

The five-door Ibiza is hardly dull, 
with the kind of edgy design that’s 
become a Seat trademark, but the SC 
goes one further with a lower 
roofline and a heavily sculpted rear. 
It certainly lives up to its sporty tag, 
especially on the optional 17-inch 
alloy wheels, and the inevitably 
young target audience will love it. 

Step inside and the cabin is less 
dramatic but still has a strong 
appeal. The materials are of much 


better quality than before, and 
although the predominate colours 
are grey and black, it’s a pleasant 
place to be. The centre console is 
particularly smart, with red 
illumination bringing a sporty, high 
quality feel. The three-spoke steering 
wheel puts you in the mood for 
enthusiastic driving, while the 
standard sports seats improve the 
driving position and offer improved 
support. 

With a lower roofline there is the 
inevitable cost of reduced rear 
headroom, though that doesn’t mean 
the Ibiza SC can’t handle adults in 
the rear. Taller ones will want to be 
up front of course, but you can still 
load it up with friends for a night out 
without having to visit a chiro¬ 


practor on the way home. What’s 
more, there’s still 284 litres of boot 
space out the back. 

Right now there are three engine 
options available, all petrol: a 1.2-litre 
three cylinder, plus 1.4-litre and 1.6- 
litre four cylinder units. The 1.4-litre 
is likely to be the most popular, 
offering a decent compromise 
between economy and power. All 
three engines offer more than 40mpg 
and the insurance-friendly smaller 
units will be a winner with the 
young audience. 

Go for the range-topping Sport 
trim and as well as alloy wheels, 
leather on the wheel and gearknob 
and sports seats, it also gains stiffer 
suspension. As a result, body roll is 
reduced and the SC’s handling is 


notably more controlled, although 
this comes at the price of slightly 
reduced ride comfort. For those who 
want the sporty feel there’s no 
contest, but the softer SE model is 
almost as much fun while offering 
more comfort on poorer roads. 
Either way, the Ibiza SC is a fun 
machine, with responsive steering 
and plenty of grip. 

With a sensible head on you should 
probably go for the five-door Ibiza. It 
costs a little more, but you get the 
practicality of the extra doors and a 
little more rear headroom. But who 
on earth wants to be sensible? If 
your life allows you the luxury of 
only having three doors on your car 
then the Ibiza SC is going to be right 
up your street.

‘Electric 
road’ 
tests to 
start 

A NEW type of 
road that generates 
electricity as traffic 
drives over it could 
mean British mot¬ 
orists will one day 
become a source of 
cheap power, accor¬ 
ding to green 
breakdown prov¬ 
ider, the Environ¬ 
mental Transport 
Association (ETA). 

The Israeli engin¬ 
eers behind the 
project claim that a 
lkm stretch of the 
power-generating 
asphalt will gener¬ 
ate 400 kilowatts - 
enough power to 
run eight small 
cars. 

If the system was 
installed on every 
stretch of British 
motorway, it would 
generate enough 
energy to run 
34,500 small cars. 

Director at the 
ETA, Andrew 
Davis said: “The 
government pred¬ 
icts a massive shift 
to electric cars, and 
it may be that roads 
themselves will 
provide some of 
the new fuel - 
certain vehicles 
could be powered 
entirely by the 
roads on which 
they drive. 

“If these electric 
roads can be put in 
place without harm 
to the environment 
they would be a 
silver lining to the 
problem of heavy 
traffic.” 

The new “elect¬ 
ric road” will be 
tested next month 
by engineers in 
Israel.
